LONDON TOD

WOMEN PRISONERS WERE 


ARRAIGNED. 


nEYLOCKED OFFICER IN JJII1 


Reserves Called Out to Disperse Big 


•Crowd That Had Collected at 


the Prison. 


London, Oct. 24.—Seldom in 
the 


history of London's police courts have 
such scenes been enacted "as were wit- 
nessed today in the arraignment of 
the women suffragists who were ar- 
rested yesterday for creating a dis- 
turbance in the lobbies of the house, 
of commons. 
Outside there was 
a 


veritable pitched battle between the 
suffragists and the police. Fifty offi- 
cers could not preserve order. Sym- 
pathizers in' the court room 
loudly 


approved .every utterance of the eight 
prisoners and tried to create an up- 
roar, When the hearing ended, sev- 
eral women refused to leave, despite 
the police orders, so were locked in. 
Other suffragists attacked the police- 
men and took their keys. Then the 
women released their companions, 
seized a policeman and threw hini 
bodily into the room and turned the 
key, marching off- in triumph. Fully 
2000 persons had .collected outside. 
The suffragists started to harangue 
this crowd. By this time the police- 
men, were pretty well aroused and 
the orators were thrown bodily into 
the crowd. Reserves were called and 


"the whole crowd was driven away. 


Several of the policemen suffered 


in the struggle with the women, who 
fought and bit and kicked the offi- 
cers. Torn 
uniforms and bleeding 


faces, where the finger nails of 'the 
women had left traces, were the rule 
among the officers. 
Sentence of two 


months' imprisonment was'passed on 
the agitators for their refusal to give 
bond io keep the peace. 
When this 


sentence was pronounced women in 
the court 
room shouted 
"Shame, 


shame/''tt "was in trying to silence 
them that the policemen met with 
such rough treatment. 


Miss Pankhurst, who was one of 


the loudest in voicing her dissatisfac- 
tion with the sentence pronounced on 
her fellow suffragists, was sentenced 
to two weeks' imprisonment for cre- 
ating a disturbance.

Heavy Penalty for Divorce Sharks Is 


Recommended—Insanity Added 


to Ground for Action. 


Philadelphia, Oct. 24.—A draft of 


proposed uniform 
marriage and 
di- 


vorce law, prepared by the special- 
committee of the divorce congress, 
which met here last winter, will come 
up for consideration at the next ses- 
sion of the 
congress in this city, 


Nov. 
13. 


The proposed new act is divided into 


three chapters. 
The first consists of 


jurisdictional provisions: the second 
procedure, and the third general pro- 
visions and is entitled "An act regu- 
lating annulment of marriage and di- 
vorce." 


While little or no change is made in 


the given causes for divorce, certain 
provisions of the new act evidently 
were made with a view of arresting 
the increasing demand for legal sev- 
erance of marital bonds. 


Under these stipulations secret or 


star chamber sessions for 
hearing 


divorce cases before masters or other 
representatives of the courts are done 
away with and "all hearings and trials 
shell be had before the court. * * * and 
shall in. all cases be public." 


Divorce, it is provided, shall be of 


two kinds—absolute and divorce from 
bed and board. Under the first classi- 
fication the grounds shall be adultery, 
bigamy, conviction and sentence for 
crim'e, followed by two years' contin- 
ual imprisonment; extreme cruelty, 
willful desertion send habitual drunk- 
enness for two years. 


The same causes will prevail in the 


second class, with the additional 
cause of "hopeless insanity of the 
husband."

MCHOLAS ADMITS .-HE

AND ROBBED MRS.

Prisoner Refused to Say a Word to 


the Pawnbroker About Posses- 


sion of the Diamonds.

Chicago, Oct. 24.—Nicholas, 
the 


man who murdered"the actress, Mar- 
garet Leslie, to secure her diamonds, 
confessed today that he and a man 
named "Leopold.'' or 
Hardy, 
had 


strangled Mrs. Leslie in her apart- 
ments. Thei Taid the body on a bed, 
secure'ci the dinmonds, pawned them 
and lived on*the proceeds. Nicholas 
was arrested for another crime, and 
confessed this to the police. "Leo- 
pold" is not to be found. Nicholas was 
u railroad man of Indiana who lost 
a leg, got §7500 damages and em- 
barked in the theatrical venture, los- 
ing all. 


Chicago. Oct. 24.—Edward E. Nich- 


olas, a theatrical agent, who was 
taken into custodj by the police din- 
ing their investigation into the death 
of Mrs. Margaret Leslie. the actress 


- found dead in her room at a hotel, 
made a confession, the exact nature 
of which the police refused for a time 
to make public. Two pawnbrokers in- 
formed the police that Nicholas came 
to them with diamonds said to have 
been th'e property of Mrs. Leslie be- 
fore her death, and which were not 
found until it was learned fchat they 
were in the possession of Nicholas. 
The prisoner refused to say a word 
regarding his possession of the dia- 
monds when confronted by the pawn- 
brokers. 
He was then taken to the 


police station, where, the police say, 
he made a confession. Police Captain 
O'Brien, who had Nicholas in custodr, 
announced that the prisoner had con- 
fessed to the murder of Mrs Leslie 
and to the stealing of diamonds val- 
ued at $1,500 from her.

'existing former marriage, fraud, force 
or coercion, insanity and illegal age. 


No divorce shall be granted if it ap- 


pears to the satisfaction of the court 
that suit is brought by collusion or 
that the plaintiff procured or connived 
at the offense charged or condoned it, 
or is guilty of Adultery not condoned. 
The new law also makes some im- 
portant changes in the practice and 
procedure necessary in divorce cases 
and their trial. 


The proposed statute is the outcome 


of study on the subject by lawyers and 
jurists and prominent churchmen, all 
of whom are conversant with existing 
conditions of the 
so-called divorce 


evil, and the proposed new act is cal- 
culate-1 to insure remedial results all 
over the country. Its compilation was 
intrusted to th'e resolutions committee, 
which consists of representatives in 
congress from this state and New 
Jersey, which will unanimously recom- 
mend th'3 proposed measure.

Kinley, Gibson and Foraker constitute a 
quintet of pre-eminence among the dis- 
tinguished public speakers of their state. 
It is certainly ir.ost fitting and fortunate 
that the eloquence of the great Ohio 
senator is to be heard on this occasion 
in honor of his comrade and companion, 
•who was popularly known as "The Old 
Man Eloquent." 
General Gibson's life is a striking ex- 


ample of the possibilities of self-made 
men under our free institutions.

men ranked higher as a soldier and none 
deserved to rank higher as a statesmen.

He was a delegate to the first 
national Republican convention and af- 
terward participated in all of the presi- 
dential contests up to t..e time of hi= 
fleath. He was one of the speakers who 
always had an attentive audience. He 
-v\as, in fact, known as

drawing card of his day and his services 
T.-ere eagerly sought by campaign com- 
mittees everywhere. He "was

eloquent as a Icoal preacher in the 
Methodist church and was one of the 
most prominent speakers at camp meet 
i«s«. chautauQuas and other religion 
anS literary occasions. 


Personally, he was one ot the mos 


ro-noanionable men ever known—genial 
liberal and jovial. I-Ii3 society was al 
ways courted by those who Knew him 
His personal friendships were intense 
He would sacrifice even-thing person 
all-, for his friends. -There is perhap 
no parallel in the history of Onio to ni 
friendship for the late Charles Fostei
